1. Upon notification from Munich concerning Subject 'e^ETA in Sew York, 

1 arranged a secure letter box and established contact (as/ "3 by anil 

with Subject in Sew York. Our first series of see tings too? place on October 
20-24 in an Bast Side Manhattan apartment belonging to a .friend of Subject. 

Vo sot axaln In Washington on December 6-7 at which tlaej \ as 

assisted as an interpreter. We hare established a friendly, 
eooiable relationship which, I bell ere, is working oat to oar mutual satis- 
faction. During the Sow York Meetings, we conversed in Ooraan with an occa- 
sional interjection of Xngllsh which Subject understands and reads wall, bat 
finds difficult to speak. Subject arrived in Sew York with his wife, daughter, 
and mother-in-law, all aa DP's, on 4 October and ie presently living with his 
family in the apartment of his wide at 107 Saveaeyer St., Brooklyn, Sew York. 
Subject gives the impression of a typically conspiratorial underground leader. 
Ho is rather insignificant appearing, of small stature, about 5 feet, 6 inches 
tall, and looks somewhat older than his years (39). Bis two prominent gold 
tooth and penetrating blue eye e lend emphasis to his cunning character. Sub- 
ject always speaks in a cool, deliberating manner. 

2. Subject has an encyclopedic knowledge of Ukrainian history, all of 
which, according to him, centers around the Ukrainian freedom. As we began 
discussing the Ukrainian Resistance Movement, I expressed our concern over the 
apparent lack of real detailed knowledge of the UH7B. I asked why such infor- 
mation has not bean made available to us. Subject alleges that the UP A, from 
the begianlng, instituted such strict security measures that it was impossible 
oven for an officer or representative to learn more than the names or pseudo- 
nyms of several resistance leaders. Members of the UFA revealed their true 
identity only to their immediate Commanding Officers. After seme discussion 
concerning this admittedly necessary security system, I pointed out quite 
frankly, using all the tact and diplomacy I could muster, that we fully realise 
this situation. However, since he is now in the United States and in the pro- 
cess of becoming aa American eitlsen, his basic loyalties, must be toward this 
country; the best possible service that he can render to the UHYB, therefore, 
will be to furnish us with the kind of detailed, factual information required 
by the U.S. government if the latter is to provide any real assistance to or, 
indeed, even to establish satisfactory communications with the UHYR inside the 
Ukraine. 

3. I referred to the previous attempt in 1945, 46 by American Intelli- 
gence to mount intelligence operations into the USSR through the ZPUHVR. The 
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policy-making individuals, then concerned with this type of activity, consi- 
dered that there was far too little information available concerning the actual 
potential , personnel, organisation, ete. t of the SPUSVS, let alone the parent 
OHT8. furthermore, the 2PURVR, at that tine, did not make available a eingle 
specific agent or operation designed to reestablish ceasani eat ions with the 
UKVR/UPA or to penetrate the Ukraine. For these reasons, interest in the 
ZPUHVB dwindled until the fall of 1948 when Cartels 7 and 8 first cane to our 
attention. Subject regretted what he called a *1 sunder standing between the 
2PURVR and the American ease officer they were dealing with at that tine 
(Z. Arady). According to Subject, the ZFVBVR never knew exactly what mi ex- 
pected of It by the Americano. Arady' s numerous requests for information con- 
cerning various emigre Ukrainian personalities and their respective organisa- 
tions sens allegedly furnished him to the extent that it was available to the 
Cartele at that time. Subject continued that the Cartel 7 and 8 drop opera- 
tion ms the first real indication to the Cartels that American Intelligence 
was willing to give active support to establishing lines of eommaaleatlem into 
the Ukraine. Subject Insists that he personally, and he felt he sms also 
speaking for Cartels 1 and 3, is completely willing and eager to cooperate to 
the fullest possible extent with American intelligence in a joint effort to 
establish communications with the UHVB/OPA in order to (a) obtain intelli- 
gence information from inside the US*?H and (b) to give eventual assistance 
and support to the UHYR/uFA in its fight for freedom and independence.

4. The immediate problem facing Subject is that of having to revert to 
nis true name, by which he Is known by a very large percentage of the Ukrainian 
immigrants in this country. The necessary steps have been taken through the 
General Counsel's office to have Subject change his name as of the time ho makes 
application for his first naturalisation papers In Sew fork. This is presently 
in progress. 

6. Broadly speaking. Subject Intends to seek public support for what he 
refers to as "the Ukrainian Best stance Movement as directed by the Supreme 
Liberation Couneel, UHTK* . Subject believes the UHY8 represents the only or- 
ganised resistance activity within the USSR today. He feels that 0.S. public 
opinion is not at all eafficlaatly enlightened concerning the Ukrainian Peeples 
fight far national Independence. In his opinion such leading emigre figures 
as KSRKSSKT are influencing the United States State Department in the direction 
of an eventual so-called democratic Great Basel* free of Communist rule. This 
* trend” is highly reseated by the Ukrainian immigration, according to Subject, 
who believes that a mere adequate newspaper coverage of the Ukrainian Beais- 
tancc Movement is needed to stimulate the American people's interest in an In- 
dependent Ukraine. This would go far toward bolstering the morale of the re- 
sistance forces la the Ukraine ae well ns to assure the 0BV# that our interests 
are not solely in Intelligence procurement. Subject pointed oat that "The 
Voice of America" broadcasts should be broadcast in the Ukrainian language ae 
well as in Great Russian (l understand this Is now being done, so this point 
needs no further consideration for the tiae being.). 


6. Subject also intends to raise funds forth# ZPUHYB, which ha regards 
strictly as the foreign representation of the UB7B and In no way a political 
organisation, to do this, he plans to establish a Ukrainian news service 
through which he would obtain current information of Interest particularly 

to Ukrainians or persons of Ukrainian origin from correspondents and other 
sources throughout the world. This service would sell the various articles 
and nows dispatches or releases to any interested publishers primarily in 
the United States and to sons extent in Western Europe. 

7. Subject would like to publish a weekly newspaper similar to the 
"Ukrainian Journal* which was published by the ZPUH7H in Munich until August 
1949 when it had to bo discontinued doe to look of funds. The "Ukrainian 
Journal 11 was a bi-weekly nows publication begun in 1946 with a circulation 
throughout the BP camps of Western Europe of 12,000 copies. By 1948, the 
circulation had dropped to 6,000 duo to the sase e* migration of Ukrainians 
from Europe to the other countries, lack of financial resourees caused by 
growing operating expenses, and the devaluation of the German Hark. Al- 
though ho did not ask for financial help in this venture, it was olear that 
such assistance would be no re than welcome to the ZPUR7S. 

8. The subject ef black propaganda broadcasts purporting to originate 
from Ukrainian resistance elements either inside the Ukraine or somewhere 
in Germany was also advanced by Cartel 2 as a matter in which they were in- 
tensely interested and wished to inaugurate providing they could obtain the 
proper U. S. permission and support. Subject's general outline for this typo 
of activity is being prepared for Educator In a separate memorandum together 
with additional details on the above wSSttono d. 

9. A draft manuscript of a book to be entitled "Anti-Soviet Resistance 
Movement of the Ukrainian People on Satire Soil" was given to mo by Subject. 
The information extracted from this manuscript and a book entitled "Samo- 
atlaist* (independence), published in Munich in 1946, has been, according 

to PUS, the primary source material for our present knowledge of the UP A, 
UH?R, and the OUS. On December 7, 1949, subject gar«T_ i copy ef another 
book in the Ukrainian language entitled "UPA", which was also published la 
Munich during 1946. According to Subject, much of the background history 
and information concerning the organisation and extent of UPA Underground 
Resistance in which we are interested ic included In this book.

10. I asked Subject to give a brief description of the Ukrainian organi- 
sations in this country which ho would come in contact with in seeking public 
support for the UKYl/SFUBTR. Subject considers the Pour Freedoms of Ukraine 
(STU) organisation as most representive of the aims of tbs 2PUH7B. The ffU 
was formed in the latter part of World war It in this country as an outgrowth 
of the QdW (Orgaalsatslya Bershaonogo Tesvoleanya Ckralny) , which ceased to 
exist in 1939. It was sympathetic with the aims of the UPA and had raised 
$4,000 is the U.8. for the procurement of medical supplies sued equipment for 
the Ukrainian BP s in Germany. Politically speaking, this organisation is 
aligned with OUl/Bandera, since the latter does still represent the OUR in- 
side the Ukraine. Subject hastened to add that OUR /Band era is not considered

toy the Cartel* a* toeing representative of the Ukraine OUH. Subject , for 
example, eeneidere himself a neither of the OUH, but net of OUf/ Bandera. In 
this conneetion, it vae interesting to note that at a recent meeting of the 
FPU in the U.S. , the newly arrived OUH /Band era immigrants who had joined 
the organisation out- voted the older U.S. born members, causing a break be- 
tween the two faetione that resulted in the U.S. members 1 departure from 
the group, The FFU wae formerly headed by an engineer fnu LAHOWICH, who for 
roaeone of health, is no longer motive in the organisation, and is presently 
residing in Florida, the current head is Xehaat BILIHSKY, who wae born in 
the U.S. , spent meet of his life is the Ukraine, and recently returned to 
this country as a BP. Be is approximately 30 years of age and is presently 
residing at 70? Parish St., Philadelphia, Pa. Although Subject maintains 
contact with BILXBSTT, ha has, as yet* net participated actively in the 
organisation's work nor has ho any immediate intention of doing so. 

11. Fho Ukrainian People* Union (Ukralasky Barodny Solus) - An insurance 
company in Jersey City, Hew Jersey, with some 4%) branch offices throughout 
the U.S. , the principal business of which is the sale cf ordinary life and 
endowment insurance to primarily Ukrainians or Americans of Ukrainian origin. 
Its business is conducted largely by Ukrainian immigrants who arrived in the 
U.S. prior to World War I. It is non-political and democrat to in nature. 

It publishes a daily newspaper "Svoboda" in the Ukrainian language for cir- 
culation primarily among the Ukrainian Immigrants in the U.S. The editor of 
thie paper is Luka MTSHUOA, an old immigrant approximately 60 years of age. 
KT5HUGA serves as a representative of the Ukrainian People's Onion Company • 
to the periodical Ukrainian Congress which is held in this country. 

13. Fho Ukrainian Congress Committee - Sponsored the Third Ukrainian 
Congress which took place in Washington, P.G. on Hovemtoer 6-6, 1949. This 
Congress consisted of 310 registered delegates from various U.S. Ukrainian 
organisations pine approximately 300 other guests. An influential member 
of the committee, which consists of approximately 40 people, and according 
to Subject, completely dominates the proceedings of the Coagrose, is Luka 
MTSHUOA of the Ukrainian People's Union. 

13. Provrdlnnla - An Insurance company with headquarters in Philadelphia, 
Pa. i functions primarily among Ukrainian Catholics. The organisation is domi- 
nated by the Ukrainian Bishop, BOOACHHTBSKt , of Philadelphia. It owns and 
publishes a conservative sent -weekly newspaper "America* which gives politi- 
cal support to the Hetman group. It also maintains a sympathetic view to- 
wards the BHFJt. 

14. ms&jagim&JmMMSk (Ukrainian Self Assistance) - An insurance 
organisation composed chiefly of Ukrainian Orthodox members; owns and pub- 
lishes a weekly newspaper "Ukralnakoye Slovo" (The Ukrainian Word) 

16. Ukrainskl Botootchy Bolus (Ukrainian Worker's Union) - An insurance 
organisation in Hew York City; Socialist in character. Professor fan KAJROG- 
LIB appears to toe an influential member of the organisation with contacts to 
the U.S, State Department. This organisation publishes a weekly newspaper 
called "The Karodnya Folia (The People's Will or Freedom). 
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16. OMB (see Para. 10 ) - Successor to the original ODwu foraed la the 
U.3. after World War I and di sbondoaed in 1939. The nee organization supports 
OUB/Helnlk and cl&lse active members in various countries of Europe, Canada, 
and the 0. S. It is headed by a Professor fne GSANOVSII . 

17. .%W9poqlfik .tew. .VkEfrfctfiSSg IMJSSS^JLXMSSX^S. - K non- political 

organisation in How fork set up to assist new Ukrainian immigrants arriving 
in the U.8. 

18. Ukrainian Combat taat a - An organisation of formerly active Ukrainian 
military personnel j headed by Ur. fan BAL(n) ICHIS, an old Ukrainian 1 migrant 
now a cltison of the 0.8. Also Secretary-General of the Ukrainian People's 
Union mentioned above. An influential member of this group is General Pavlov 
SHAIUKUX, she recently arrived in the U.S. According to Subject, this organi- 
sation was organised along lines similar to the Ukrainian Oonbattaats in Ger- 
many, headed by General T XPUSTIAISKT , of which SSARBSUK also was a member. 

19 i Since the publications mentioned in Para. 9 above and MGMA-793 cover 
in considerable detail the organisation, personalities, and. activities of the 
UHTd/OUH/CFA complex, I attempted to restrict my debriefing of Cartel 2 to 
such information which would supplement and bring up to date o ur k nowledge 
of this subject. The Ukrainian Supreme Liberation Council or UHTS, was foraed 
In duly 1944 ns the central resistance * Government 0 body la the Western Ukraine. 
This move was carried out primarily by the OUH in an effort to bring the vari- 
ous political parties in the Ukraine together under one leadership responsible 
for the QPipand for coordinated political action in achieving the ultimate goal 
of Ukrainian independence. The president of the UH7R is daroslav OSMAX , of 
whom little seems to be known, and 1 received the impression that he is more a 
figure-head leader than an actual president of the Supreme Council. Sis func- 
tion is to head the UBTK Praesladlum which is composed of the leaders of the 
various political portlet represented within the VUTR. The only member of the 
Prmealdittm, which Subject alleges to know by mum is one Professor BILRSET, who 
ovortly lends the life of a loyal Communist school teacher somewhere lm the 
Ukraine. He has two daughters living in the U.S. who recently arrived here as 
DPs. (It Is Interesting to noto that one Professor BIX. MIT is mentioned In 
MGMA-793, para. 15, as having appeared In an insignificant CIO report and Iden- 
tified by Cartel 1 as a member of the UHVB In the Ukraine.) 

30. The controlling force in the UMTS is General Roman SHUR STICK alias 
Taras TSKUPRIASA, Chief ef the General Secretariat and head of the Supreme 
Command of the tJPA, the military arm of the UHYH. Tice President of the BHTS 
Is Cartel 1 who lives in Munich where he is also president of the UXVR Foreign 
Representation, commonly referred to as the 2PUHT1. 

21. The URTR GepertO^Sasratarlat - Consists of various sections which will 
be described below, the heads of which would become cabinet secretaries or 
ministers in the event the UHVR were ever transformed into a legal recognised 
government for the Ukraine. Military Affairs Section - headed by General 
TXHOTBIMA, the name by which he is best known. Immediately under the Military

In fast, carry 
ea auoh^aowitiea and that as far as ha knee the 8PUHVB waa la a position 
to aake available immediately a winiaua of 4 agent type personnel far die** 
patoh operatlona in the spring, and furtharaoro, he believed Cartel 8 bad 
something like 80 addi t i o nal individuals in wind who amid be considered as 
potential agent notarial for dispatch operations (tho information omoorning 
tho four agents iwasdlately available waa eabled to Mwidi as 1(188 8148). 
Presumably tha 8 agents aantlonod subsequently in BH8X 818 a a having been 
made available by ZPUHYR for spring operations includes the four individuals 
mentioned by Cartel 8. 

88. Subject considers that until suoh tins wham diroot oontaot via 
W/7 or other suitable aoans of ooaannl cation la established with TSCHUPRUHtA, 
that tho ZPISTVR should continue to send properly trained ( including w/f), 
indoctrinated, and equipped groups of agents* in close cooperation with our 
Ihmioh Station, to tho western Ukraine. He believes eaoh group should not 
exceed three persons. When asked to olarify the aeons of eootasting Bis UFA 
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that would bo given to such agent* prior to their dispute. Subject replied 
. that definite mm a of contact oro available and that nn of thooo w ar# wood 
V la the final briefing of Cartel 7 and 6 prior to their departure* Subject 
I pointed out that the UFA node extensive use of dead-lettar drops far purposes 
of maintaining internal owMMnlwtldM end that eoaat of these were available 
to the Cartels for use in contacting X8KUP&XHXA. As en example* be sited tin 
fast that Cartels 7 and 6, when they wore dispatched by the General to contact 
the Cartels in Munich in dune 1948, brought out detailed information concerni ng 
throe deed-letter banes for future use by the Cartel*. Those sons letter 
beasts wore also to bo used by Cartels 7 and 8 upon their return to tbs Ukraine 
in notifying TS&UPRHTA of their arrival. Cartali 7 and 8 were also provided 
with 8 addresses in Canada, U.8. and Argentina* respectively, which they wore 
to use as a last resort in trying to maintain ooataot with the Cartels should 
W/t or subsequent courier ocmmunioatlans fail, these exact addresses have 
boon prepared in a separate meneraadum for the Cartels 7 and 8 file. In 
addition. Cartels 1* 8* and 8 eaoh have trusted friends presently living la 
the Ukraine. aU of whom are aotive UFA umber* which oould to used in establish- 
ing contact with bona-fide UFA Isadora. Sub jo at pointed out that suoh detailed 
information Is restricted primarily to Cartels 1 and 8. X ashed Subject an 
Obviously sensitive question at this point t "Would you or Cartel 1 consider 
making such detailed information available if we believed it would serve a 
useful purpose in dispatching an agent of cur own choice and recruitment to 
the Ukraine either as a resident agent to provide further support functions 
for other operations Into the USES or to establish contact with the UPAf* 

Subject replied that only Cartel 1 had authority to divulge suoh information 
and believed he would do so if presented with suoh a oaso. Subject believes 
that we would have little success in trying to mount an intelligence operation 
into tbs Western Ukraine unless we "cleared* it through TSHUPSXWSA or Identified 
the eg*nt(s) involved to tbs UFA requesting the latter* s support and assistance. 
The latter would. In any ease, take into custody any agost reporting to n UFA 
contact as having been sent by the Cartels or ths American Intelligence, end 
would held suoh agent(s) until they satisfactorily establish their bona fides. 
Ibis appeared to ne to to a rather hypothetical statement of procedure. But 
I think Cartel 1 should to approached concerning his willingness to share such 
operational information which has not toon nado available to date. 

80. When asked toother the Cartels had information available concerning 
the lines of oomaunioatlen, if any, that OUH/Bsndera maintained with the Ukraine 
or mere speoifioally with the UFA, subject replied that It was his definite 
belief that no such means of oommualoatiom exists. Subject aentisnsd several 
eases known to him where OUtyfr attempted to establish contact with 78HUPRIHXA 
with no apparent faec es*. H* sited as a typical example the attempt in August 
1848 by Myron MAT7STK0, Chief of ths SB, to dispatch 6 couriers to the Ukraine 
via Csetooslovakla. This operation was supported by osrtain Gormans in American 
employ too provided then with genuine 0.8. money. (The Odeum Desk here has no 
knowledgs of this operation). The entire operation backfired wtos the group 
began to quarrel among itself shortly after having accomplishing a successful 
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crossing into Chechoslovakia. They therefore had to return to Germany at which 
time two agouti were arrested for Illegal border crossing. An Investigation at 
that tine by CIP shoved that the U. S. money carried by these two individuals was 
counterfeit, apparently having been substituted for the genuine bills which were 
provided by the "Germans" originally and which were apparently spent for person- 
al reasons. 

31. Subject also cited the current attempt by OUS/B to lay cl ala to a con- 
tact with TSIfUPRIBKA through an OUB/B * courier" who has recently returned fro* 
Southeastern Poland, The name of this courier was referred to as. "Bogdan* by 
Cartel 6 who has furnished Cartel 2 with this information. Subject indicated 
that Cartel 6 was assisting our Munich case officer in debriefing * Bogdan* who 
at the time of the letter was still in prison for illegal border-crossing (the 
individual referred to as "Bogdan" scent to be identical with Mlhailo Fedak 
mentioned in HtJSl 913), According to Subject, "Bogdan* is a professional bor- 
der-crosBer who was hired by two non in Munich, on# of them a aenber of OUB/B, 
to go to Southeast Poland and bring out their vivos. Apparently "Bogdan" 
agreed to carry a letter for GBB/B which he was to leave at a letter drop in 
Poland for forwarding to (tenoral ’fSIBFBXMKA. "Bogdan" departed Munich in July 
and returned, early Boveaber 1949, with the two wives of the aea mentioned above 
and two other male Ukrainian refugees. Subject believes that "Bogdan" could at 
best bo considering an unwitting courier for OUK/B which is now, through Major 
Boh dan Pidhalny, asking exaggerated cl alas concerning contact with the UPA 
through Poland. "Bogdan* and his group arrived,, together with the two aen and 
two women, via Passau Germany; their arrival has already been publicised in 
some of the Ukrainian papers in Germany. 

32. Subject states that coaaunieation between remaining UPA partisans in 
Poland and the Ukraine is now virtually impossible. He alleges to be la contact 
with several individuals in Poland including a former UPA commander who has 
recently indicated that he hat no means of communication whatsoever with the 
UPA /Ukraine (This UPA Commander is probably identical with "Xenon", UPA chief 
in Poland in contact with Cept. Prirva - ref. MUSI 942, Para. 3).

33. Bunerous Lithuanian military units and personnel deserted from their 
German Army components during the war to join the UPA. Sons of these are still 
with the UPA. As a result of close wartime ties developed with some of these 
individuals, most of whom have since returned to Lithuania to play an active 
role la the resistance movement there. General TSHUPRIHKA has established a 
liaieon contact directly between his command and that of the Lithuanian "Under- 
ground Headquarters*. Subject alleges to have no further details concerning 
this liaison. 

34. The UPA maintains no current liaison or communication with Polish 
resistance groups. Wartime contacts with the Anders I.S. have all been discon- 
tinued. Subject further alleges that to his knowledge the ZPUHVR maintains no 
intelligence contact with any other foreign intelligence service*!*. He added 
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that their contact with Bishop Iran BUCKBO in the Vati can was not an Intelli- 
gence contact hat an "official liaison” between the UBTH/ZFGHfB and the Vati- 
can. 

Relations between 2PUBTB &84 1». 

Subject states that neither the ZPUBTR nor OUB/ Band era recognises the HUB. 

In his opinion, the USH under the leadership of Levitsky and Kasepa will never 
be able to a a stubs an active leadership of the Ukrainians in exile because they 
have no contact with the homeland, and furthermore, he believes they no loafer 
represent the aspirations and thinking of the Ukrainian people today. Bo 
stated that the various claims of such USH representatives as KAPUSf IAW^KI 
( OUB/kelnik) and tenoral BOBOVSTS alias Taras BULBA, to the offset that they 
have armed supporters or armed partisan groups at their disposal either inside 
the Ukraine or in Germany, are simply ridiculous. The ZPUHY8, although it main- 
tains personal contact with various leaders of the USB, maintains no official 
liaison with the latter nor does it coordinate its activities with the USB. 

OUB/B has only two of its original six representatives participating la the 
UHB today. 

35. In conclusion, I wish to reiterate Subject's conviction that the only 
way the dissension among emigre Ukrainians can be eared is to reorganise the 
predominant political party, OUB, on a basis acceptable to the majority of QUB 
members and other Ukrainian Xntlonallsts. This would require high level policy 
and various political directives from the UHVR headquarter* in the Ukraine and 
not from the do sen or more self-styled emigre Ukrainian leaders throughout 
Europe and America. In the meantime Subject plans to concentrate ea publicising 
the unified resistance to Communism as directed by the UBTR. Bis theory is that 
since the OUB is firmly united Inside the Ukraine within the framework of the 
UHVB, the former will also gradually develop a representative leadership abroad. 
I believe the Cartels, through the ZPUHVB , intend to act as the official channel 
in coordinating the activities between the "homeland" and OUR members abroad. 

In other words, to guide the Supreme Liberation Council in its future relations 
with all anti-Oossuwist Ukrainian nationalist elements and sympathisers in the 
Western countries. The debriefing results of the courier sextet from temeral 
TSSUPRIDLA which recently arrived is Amson Germany should furnish us with much 
needed information concerning the UHVB' • connection with and plans for such 
organisations as the 2PUHVR and QUB/B. It is hoped that this will give us a 
further indication of (a) the extent to which the UH7R in fact recognises the 
ZPURVB as its official foreign representation for the purposes outlined above 
and (b) the extent, if any, to which it /still considers Bandera as the exile 
political lander of the OUB.
